{  have  tho  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
d  tho  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  1961. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  very  satisfactory,  except  for  the  alarmingly  high 
legitimate  Birth  Rate,  and  for  the  increase  in  tho  number  of  deaths  from  lung 
tncer.  These  deaths  are  a  sad  reminder  of  the  inter-relationship  between  smok- 
ig  and  other  forms  of  atmospheric  pollution,  and  diseases  of  the  chest. 

Only  slow  progress  was  made  with  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  but  it  has 
>  be  related  to  the  Councils  building  programme  so  that  families  can  be  rehou¬ 
se!  within  a  reasonable  period  after  the  Orders  are  made. 

The  number  of  Improvement  Grants  made  has  risen  again  and  compares  very 
ivourably  with  other  Shropshire  Authorities.  Unfortunately  landlords  are  not 
vailing  themselves  of  these  grants  to  improve  rented  houses,  far^many  of  which 
re  very  sub-standard  and  will  soon  fall  into  the  Slum  Clearance  category  If 
nthing  is  done  to  them. 

Both  private  and  Council  house  building  has  continued  and  this  results  in 
ore  overloading  at  our  already  over-worked  Sewage  Disposal  plant.  It  is  essen- 
ial  that  rapid  progress  is  made  in  the  construction  of  the  new  works. 

Meat  inspection  has  again  been  100%  in  spite  of  the  great  increase  in  the 
Liber  of  animals  killed.  If  this  increase  continues  it  will  make  1  -  2  hours 
ork  daily  for  our  Public  Health  Inspector  amt  who  is  only  part  time,  the  rem¬ 
inder  of  his  time  being  occupied  with  his  duties  as  Borough  Surveyor. 

The  large  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  disappointing,  this  year,  but 
part  from  these  and  the  cases  of  measles  there  were  very  few  Infectious  Dise- 

ses  notified.

The  population  shows  an  increase  of  50  this  year.  Last  year  the 
increase  was  30,  and  it  was  only  20  in  1959  &  1950* 

Births. 

Thu  total  number  of  live  births  was  110  (male  52  and  female  58)  and  of 
those,  9  were  Illegitimate.  Thus  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  0.2.  This 
compares  very  unfavourably  with  the  figures  of  2.56  for  last  year  and  is  nearly  oouble 
the  figure  for  1959,  which  was  considered  very  high. 

Still  Births. 

There  were  3  still  births  (  1  male  and  2  female  )  giving  a  Still  Birth 
Rate  of  26.55,  which  is  just  a  little  above  the  national  figure. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  two  infant  deaths,  both  occuring  within  the  first  week.  One 
was  due  to  congental  deformities  and  the  other  to  prematuri ty  and  asphyxia. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.18  Is  very  slightly  above  that  for  I960 
and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  &  Wales. 

Deaths. 

There  wore  105  deaths  (male  5!  and  female  54).  The  Crude  Death  Rate 
was  15.7.  and  the  Standardised  Death  Rate  was  10.05,  comparing  favourably  with  the 
figure  of  12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  caused  58.2%  of  all  deaths  and 
malignant  disease  caused  15.2%  of  the  deaths.  This  year  there  were  4  deaths  from 
lung  cancer.  Respiratory  diseases  caused  10.5%  of  the  deaths  and  this  figure  remains 
very  constant  each  year. 

It  is  sad  to  record  4  deaths  in  the  under  20  age  group.  Two  of  these 
were  Infants  but  the  other  two  were  school  children.  One  child  was  drowned  when  away 

on  holiday  and  the  other  died  from  a  bathing  accident. 

More  than  half  the  deaths  occured  in  people  over  the  age  of  75  years  and 

5  occured  In  people  over  the  age  of  90  years*

This  has  remained  unchanged  in  spite  of  the  ever-increasing  amount  of  work. 
The  Public  Health  Inspector  cannot  devote  adequate  time  to  routine  inspection  of  the 
district  in  connection  with  nuisances,  food  hygiene  or  housing,  nor  has  ho  time  to 
follow  up  defects  which  he  does  find  or  have  reported  to  him. 

Laboratory  Services. 

Thanks  to  the  help  and  co-operation  of  Dr.  Jones  at  the  Laboratory,  frequent 
samples  of  our  raw  and  our  treated  water  are  taken.  Dr.  Jones  is  always  willing  to 
give  advice  on  any  of  our  problems. 

Ambulance  Service, 


The  7  ambulances  stationed  at  the  Ludlow  Depot  have  continued  to  give 
excellent  service.  In  case  of  accident  an  ambulance  should  be  obtained  Immediately 
by  making  a  9S9  emergency  telephone  calf.  A  regulation  which  came  into  force  this 
year  requires  saw  mills  and  chemical  works  to  display  a  notice  giving  clear  directions 
for  calling  an  ambulance  in  case  of  accident. 

The  local  Ambulance  Sub  Committee  met  on  January  27th  for  the  last  time,  it 
being  resolved  at  that  meeting  to  discontinue  the  Sub-Committee.  Any  urgent  matters, 
or  complaints  should  be  referred  immediately  either  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  or  to  Dr.  Capper  In  Ludlow. 


Concern  has  been  felt  in  the  town  since  it  was  learned  that  the  County  Council 
was  considering  moving  the  Depot  from  Ludlow  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  keep 
it  here. 


Home  Nursing 

Our  two  District-Nurse  Midwives  and  one  Home  Nurse  have  continued  to  serve  the 
town  well,  .MissLydiate,  the  relief  nurse  has  left  temporarily  to  take  a  further  course 
of  study 


Home  Help  Service, 


The  number  of  home  helps  was  sufficient  to  meet  all  needs  this  year  again.  They 
work  on  a  part  or  full  time  basis,  and  are  greatly  appreciated,  perhaps  especially  by  the 
Old  People  to  whom  they  are  both  a  help  and  a  friendly  visitor. 

Meals  on  Wheels. 


From  June  this  year  the  Womens  Voluntary  Services  have  managed  to  take  the  Old 

People  a  hot  meal  twice  a  week  and  a  total  of  2,623  meals  have  been  supplied.  Not  only  is 

this  of  great  nutritional  value,  but  it  is  of'the  greatest  value  in  promoting  good  human 
relationship.  The  regular  contact  with  a  visitor  who  is  regarded  as  a  f ri end  frequently 
resufts  in  the  Old  Peop  e  getting  help  in  a. surprising  number  of  ways.  For  often  they  do 
like  to  bother  Officials  with  problems  which  they  fear  may  be  regarded  as  of  little

Child  Welfare  Centres. 


The  Infant  Welfare  &  School  Clinics  are  held  at  Dinham  on  Mondays  1*30  - 
4.30p.nu  and  New  Street  on  Thursday  l *30-4. 30p.m.  Other  Clinics  held  at  Dlnham  are 
for  Dental  Treatment,  Speech  Therapy,  Chest  Diseases,  ^Audiology,  Ante-natal  Care, 
Child  Guidance  and  Immunisation  Sessions,  but  attendance  at  these  is  by  appointment. 

An  additional  session  was  started  in  May  to  provide  Mothercraft  and  Relax¬ 
ation  Classes,  chiefly  for  help  and  advice  during  first  pregnancies.  These  classes 
are  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Fridays  in  the  month  at  2.30p.m. 

Chiropody  Service. 

Since  April  1st  the  County  Council  has  provided  a  Chiropody  Service  for 
the  aged,  expectant  mothers  and  the  handicapped  persons.  A  certificate  of  need  must 
be  signed  by  a  Doctor  ,  Health  visitor  or  District  nurse,  or  in  some  cases  by  an 
Officer  of  the  Country  Welfare  Department.  Patients  are  expected  to  pay  2/6d.  but 
treatment  may  be  provided  free  In  cases  of  financial  hardship*

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  Of  the  2256‘ houses  in  the  Dorough 
2190  have  main  drainage,  38  have  private  disposal  plant,  the 
remaining  23  have  chemical  or  pall  closets,  with  satisfactory 
means  of  disposal. 

The  existing  works  and  plant  are  maintained  in  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  condition,  despite  i ncreased  difficulties  at  the 
pumping  station.  Although  work  on  the  New  Sewage  Disposal  works 
and  Pumping  Station  has  not  yet  started,  necessary  plans  and 
documents  have  been  prepared  and  tendering  procedure  agreed. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  commence  early  in  1962. 

Tno  Main  Sewer  was  extended  in  Sheet  Road  by  70  yards, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL,  Weekly  collections  continue 
to  bo  made  from  all  domestic  premises  and  more  frequently  as 
required  from  hotels,  cafes,  snack«-bars  etc.  especially  in 
the  holiday  season. 

A  10/12  cu. yd.  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  has  been 
purchased  during  the  year,  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing 
quantity  of  domestic  refuse  collected. 

Controlled  tipping,  introduced  last  year,  continues  to  be 
carried  out,  with  entirety  satisfactory  results. 

84f  tons  of  Salvaged  waste  paper  was  sold  during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL.  Periodica-I  surveys  were  made  of  all  the  Main 
Sowers,  refuse  tip,  sewage  works  and  other  Council  properties 
and  necessary  treatment  carried  out.  The  help  and  advice  of 
the  local  Posts  Officer  regarding  modern  methods  of  treatment 
is  greatly  appreciated.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  then  in  its  place  came  an  epidemic  of  measles, 

1961  was  a  1!meas!es  year"  throughout  England  and  Wales, 

It  proved  Impossible  to  trace  the  source  of  the  dysentery  Infection, 

The  three  cases  of  food  poisoning  constituted  one  family  outbreak,  but 
the  cause  was  not  found,  as,  owing  to  a  clerical  error,  there  was  a  delay  In 
the  notification  being  received. 

The  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occured  in  men  aged  30,40,47  &77  years 
and  in  women  aged  40  &  50  years.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  notifications  since  1956.
